Thoroughbreds in Germany 


ENERAL DWIGHT L. EISENHOWER'’S pre- 

diction that Germany will be beaten in 
1944 suggests the imminence of a_ problem 
which will be of interest and concern to Thor- 
oughbred breeders throughout the world. 

When the German army overwhelmed France 
the Nazi authorities knew what they wanted 
among the Thoroughbreds of France, a country 
which, next to England itself, was the world’s 
most important source of breeding and racing 
stock for international trade. They proposed, 
without doubt, that Germany should supersede 
France in this role. It may also be presumed 
that they proposed to strip England of its first- 
ranking distinction in Thoroughbred sales as well 
as in other particulars. Toward these ends they 
appropriated for German studs the best stallions 
and broodmares in France. 

The change of ownership was, of course, quite 
legal in the eyes of the conquerors, since it is al- 
ways the conquerors who write and interpret the 
laws. Using their own methods, they “bought” 
the horses, and if Germany were to win the war 
the matter would end there. But there seems very 
little likelihood that Germany will win the war. 
There seems a very strong likelihood that in the 
end these “purchases” will be construed as thefts, 
and if they are so construed a problem of intri- 
cate complications arises. 

In our view the transfers of Thoroughbreds 
from France to Germany can have no legal stand- 
ing (after the Allies have won the war) unless 
the vendors wish to represent that they acted as 
free agents, without coercion, in making the 
sales. Though such a contention would be a bit 
silly, when viewed simply as a question of truth or 
falsity, it might possibly serve to give a legal 
status as Thoroughbreds to the German-bred off- 
spring of the stock taken from France. Without 
this technical lie the German produce of the ap- 
propriated French Thoroughbreds could hardly 
be considered Thoroughbreds. 

American Thoroughbred breeders will have an 
interest in the solution of this problem, first, be-

cause several of them are directly affected, as 
the coerced vendors of horses now in Germany, 
and second, because whatever decisions are reach- 
ed they will establish a policy, or at least a 
precedent, which may be of continuing importance 
to stud book authorities in many countries. 

Presumably the authority which will undertake 
the solution of the problem will be that of the 
General Stud Book, or, essentially, the Jockey 
Club in England. The Jockey Club makes rules 
for its own country, of course, and the stud book 
authorities of other countries may do as they 
please. In general they follow the English lead. 
Many of them have already followed this lead to 
their own detriment, as in the case of the so- 
called Jersey Act, now some thirty years old. By 
the Jersey Act the General Stud Book was de- 
clared to be pure in its entirety and “non-English” 
strains in other books were declared to be im- 
pure and therefore non-Thoroughbred, though the 
General Stud Book itself was already “contami- 
nated” by the selfsame strains. This move, and 
the resultant propaganda, worked out to the vast 
advantage of English bloodstock breeding. 

We do not mention the subject to touch off 
another bitter debate. This is not a time for bit- 
terness of any sort between the people of the 
United States and the people of Great Britain. It 
is rather a time for calm discussion of common 
problems. And this is one which affects directly 
the Thoroughbred interests of four great racing 
countries, France, Germany, England, and the 
United States, and probably will affect others. 

Thus the question is raised of an international 
conference of national Thoroughbred stud book 
authorities, and of a permanent organization 
through which such conferences may be held from 
time to time. It was our impression, even before 
the war began, that the German authorities were 
working toward such a goal, with the intention, 
of course, that it should be dominated from Ber- 
lin. After this war the world must work out new 
methods based upon the fact that international 
boundaries will be crossed more frequently than 
ever before. It is time for Thoroughbred breed- 
ers to begin their own preparations for the day.

Replacements for England 


VERY now and then you hear how, after the 

war, the United States is going to be the 
reservoir for bloodstock on a world scale, how 
England will replenish her depleted ranks with 
stallions and broodmares from the States. Well, 
that’s just fine, and I hope it happens, if only so 
English records will get so full of “pedigree un- 
knowns” that the General Stud Book will either 
cease to be an adequate register of the horses 
racing in England, or have to give up the Jersey 


Act. 

But the notion here is that the wish is sire, 
dam, and all four grandparents to the thought. 
Where's all this bloodstock coming from? In the 
last few weeks we have chronicled the deaths of 
*Sickle, St. James, and John P. Grier, not to men- 
tion others less celebrated. Earlier in the year 
just past we lost Sun Teddy, *Sun Briar, Flying 
Ebony, *Bel Aethel, Bostonian, and some lesser 
lights. Man o’ War is fortunately hale, but he 
is through with the stud. So is The Porter, lead- 
er of the sire list in 1937. Do you feel up to 
sending me, in a plain wrapper, the names of the 
stallions retired from last year’s racing that will 
replace these? 

The history of American breeding, for almost 
a century at least, has been that a constant flow 
of importations has been necessary to keep up 
the quality of our racing material. Among the 
leading ten sires of 1943, for example, are *Bull 
Dog, *Blenheim II, *Pharamond II, *Challenger 
II, and *Sir Gallahad III. Now how did this by- 
stander happen to be looking out the window 
when American breeding got, not merely self- 
sufficient, but so opulent in breeding material that 
we could refurbish the scanty English studs? It 
seems to me I see the same old picture, nicely 
calculated to produce a half-dozen stallions a 
year with good credentials, when at least twice 
that many are needed. 

You have to look the fact in the eye that Eng- 
lish racing, small as it is, produces more stud 
prospects than American racing, monstrous as 
it is. There’s no intelligent denial of this, since 
England has supplied, and is still supplying, breed- 
ing stock to the rest of the world. We haven't 
brought over much in the last year or so, but a 
steady trickle of stallions has been going to South 
America from England, while we were talking 
hopefully of supplying England after the war. It 
would be funny, except that it isn’t. 

Well, here we go again. We don’t run enough 
distance races. We don’t run enough stakes. We 
don’t run enough different kinds of stakes. We 
split out our top horses from the rest and the 
matter ends there; there’s no careful gradation 
all down the line. We don’t test our fillies care- 
fully enough. When our horses are past three, 
there’s nothing much left for them but handicaps, 
and handicaps are for horses in the second flight. 
It’s an old story. If you're getting tired of hear- 
ing it, I’m about equally tired of saying it, not be- 
ing much at preaching, anyway. But you figure 


out how, in normal times, England can run some 
2,000 races a year and supply herself and us and 
South America and Australia with stallions, while

Life Story 


This is the third installment of Mr. Newman’s 
biography of the late Andrew Jackson Joyner. 
This section of Mr. Joyner’s life, dealing with his 
early connections, is in his own words. 


CHAPTER II (Continued) 


“Bess had trained off in the spring after win- 
ning her first race, but she showed she was round- 
ing to at Sheepshead Bay in September, when she 
finished second in the Adieu Stakes behind Walter 
H., with the favorite, that high-class filly Dew- 
drop, fourth. 

“Enigma, a 4-year-old bay filly by Enquirer— 
Queen of the West, by *Bonnie Scotland, won a 
purse at Saratoga, beating Clay Pate, trained by 
Gene Leigh, and she also won a handicap sweep- 
stakes at Sheepshead Bay in the autumn, the race 
before Dewdrop’s Great Eastern Handicap. In 
this race Enigma defeated James B. Haggin’s 
Hidalgo, a son of Joe Daniels—Electra which 
was trained by a man named Claypole and ridden 
by Patsy Duffy. That year Hidalgo had won the 
Emporium Stakes and just before going under 
to Enigma he had won the September Stakes, 
11, miles, beating the good mare Wanda, the 
favorite Richmond, St. Augustine, Katrine, and 
others. Third in Enigma’s Sheepshead Bay vic- 
tory was Bob Miles, a 4-year-old son of Pat 
Malloy—Dolly Morgan, owned by Capt. Jim Wil- 
liams, who also owned Checkmate. The year 
before Bob Miles had won six races, among them 
the Nichols and Bruce Stakes and in 1885 at four 
he won, among other races, the Saratoga Cup. 
Dutch Roller and the good mare Louisette were 
unplaced behind Enigma. I am merely citing 
these horses to prove Enigma was racing in good 
company. 

“However, to my mind the outstanding event of 
the year was the severance of relations between 
Jimmie Rowe and the Dwyer Brothers. For half 
a dozen years Rowe had been eminently success- 
ful in developing horses for Phil and Mike Dwyer, 
but they came to the parting of the ways over the 
great mare Miss Woodford, then five years old. 
The daughter of *Billet had undergone a severe 
campaign; her races against Edward Corrigan’s 
Freeland had taken a lot out of her, and Rowe 
was averse to racing her again that year. She 
had been entered for the Long Island Stakes (two- 
mile heats) at Sheepshead Bay to be run Satur- 
day, September 19. Rowe thought the mare 
should pass up this engagement, Mike Dwyer 
thought otherwise. One word led to another, 
whereupon Rowe resigned, and the horses were 
turned over to Frank McCabe. Phil Dwyer tried 
to effect a reconciliation but neither Rowe nor 
Mike Dwyer would make any concessions, so after 
a connection lasting about six or seven years, 
Rowe was without horses to train. 

“I think I have said that Rowe once trained 
for Thomas B. Davis and was responsible for my 
securing my position as trainer for Davis and 
Hall. Mr. Davis had a very high regard for Jim- 
mie Rowe, so he gave him War Eagle, which un- 
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fortunately did him no good, as he failed to win 
that year for Rowe. As a matter of fact Rowe 
experienced several lean years after leaving the 
Dwyer Brothers, and it was not until the elder 
August Belmont returned to racing in 1888 and 
appointed Rowe his trainer that Rowe's fortunes 
took a turn for the better. He rapidly staged a 
come back, and in the three seasons he trained 
for Mr. Belmont he experienced steady success. 


“The following year, 1886, was a decidedly lean 
one. Enigma failed to win in six starts, Vinton 
was beaten in all three of his races, and Patro- 
cles, a 3-year-old bay gelding by Kingfisher—*Pa- 
tience by Parmesan (bred, as his pedigree indi- 
cates, by the Hon. August Belmont at Babylon, 
Long Island), was unable to win in thirteen ef- 
forts. If it had not been for the 3-year-old filly, 
Bess, the stable would have failed to score a 
victory all year. As it was we won but four 
races and earned $3,290, Bess winning four races 
in 24 starts. At Ivy City May 10 she won the 
Analostan Stakes (1 m.) under 113 pounds, beat- 
ing Biggonet, later winner of the Withers; Eurus, 
destined to win the Suburban a year later; and 
Dry Monopole, winner of the Brooklyn Handicap 
in its initial running in 1887. Three days later 
at the same course Bess enjoyed a walkover for 
a purse worth $400. It was a most auspicious 
start but the good luck soon left me and the 
stable did not win another race for three months. 
At Saratoga on August 9 Bess won a purse worth 
$350. She was ridden by ‘Spider’ Anderson. Eight 
days later she won what was destined to be my 
last race for the year, a purse worth $470, at 14 
miles, with Anderson again riding her. In this 
race Lady Wayward was second and the aged 
grey mare Una B., favorite at 9-to-5, was un- 
placed. Both of these mares were heard of later. 
Lady Wayward, bred to Sir Dixon, produced a 
high-class filly in Martie Lewis, which raced for 
Capt. S. S. Brown and died early in her second 
season; her full brother, Sir Lynnewood, was 
trained by your old friend J. Howard Lewis and 
was a good winner over sprinting distances for 
Joseph E. Widener. Una B. was the dam of a 
good stakes winner by *St. George named Grey 
Friar that my early tutor, William P. Burch, 
trained for Francis Hitchcock. 


“It was this year that I got to know John W. 
Rogers rather well. Rowe, Rogers, and Byron 
McClelland were the three best trainers of that 
period. Rogers had trained the great gelding 
Freeland for Edward Corrigan the year before, 
but in 1886 he was training the horses of Capt. 
Samuel S. Brown, a Pittsburgh coal baron. The 
best of the lot was the 4-year-old Troubadour, 
a bay son of Lisbon—-Glenluine by Glenelg, bred 
by A. J. Alexander, but raced at two by Milton 
Young and later purchased by Captain Brown. 

“Rogers shipped his horses to fill their engage- 
ments in the spring at Sheepshead Bay; Bill Kar- 
rick was his foreman. The car containing Trou- 
badour was too wide to pass through the tunnel 
in Pittsburgh and had to be re-routed through 
Buffalo. The result was that Troubadour arrived 
at Sheepshead Bay with a stable companion 
named Masterpiece, a ‘guinea,’ and an exercise 
boy named O’Hara, in advance of the other 
horses. It developed no stalls had been engaged. 
Rogers, almost purple with rage, told the ‘guinea’ 
to take the two horses and tie them to two trees 
in the infield. ‘To hell with them’ (meaning 
President Leonard W. Jerome and the _ entire 
Coney Island Jockey directorate) ‘I'll work them 
in the morning, stalls or no stalls,’ quoth Rogers. 

“T interposed then and told Rogers I had sev- 
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eral empty stalls in my barn and he was welcome 
to use them for Troubadour and Masterpiece. He 
thanked me effusively and never forgot it; I 
think that act cemented a friendship with Rogers 
that endured until his death in 1908. 

“Captain Brown was a heavy gambler and 
Troubadour had been backed in the winter books 
by the stable money to win $42,000. As Bill Kar- 
rick observed ‘It is our coal against their beef,’ 
referring to the fact that the Dwyers had come 
from a butcher shop in Court Street, Brooklyn. 

“In passing it should be noted when the Dwyers 
first began racing with Rhadamanthus, Vigil, and 
Charlie Howard, the reception they received from 
the blue bloods of the day was the reverse of 
cordial. ‘Prince George’ Lorillard remarked to 
his friend Freddy Gebhard (owner of Eole), ‘T’ll 
drive these butchers back to the block.’ It was 
a vain boast, for when George L. Lorillard died 
in Nice on February 3, 1886, just short of 43 years 
old, his orange and blue silks had almost dis- 
appeared from the Turf, while the red with blue 
sash of the Dwyer Brothers was everywhere 
triumphant. 

“When Masterpiece arrived at my stable it was 
noticed he had spread a foot, so Rogers was com- 
pelled to work Troubadour alone the next morn- 
ing. O’Hara misunderstood Rogers’ actions, and 
instead of easing his mount, sent him along the 
mile and a quarter in the then unheard time of 
2:07%. Troubadour started at 4-to-1, ridden by 
Fitzpatrick. There were 20 starters with Lizzie 
Dwyer, owned by Ed Corrigan, favorite at 3-to-1. 
The Dwyer Brothers were represented by Rich- 
mond, McLaughlin up, a 20-to-1 chance, and 
others in the field included Joe Cotton, Barnum, 
Ban Fox, and Goano. Troubadour went to the 
front at the fall of the flag, was never menaced, 
and won cantering by four lengths, with Rich- 
mond second and Savanac third. 

“War Eagle, now six and owned by Jimmie 
Rowe, showed a flash of his former form and won 
two races this year, both at Sheepshead Bay. In 
the first of these victories Heel and Toe was sec- 
ond and Gen. Monroe unplaced. The last time 
he won he whipped Duke of Westmoreland a 
length and a half, at a mile on the turf. 

“In 1887 my horses won 10 races and earned 
$3,385. Bess won five races in 30 starts; Pa- 
trocles won four in 14; Enigma won one in 16; 
but Vinton failed no less than 17 times. All were 
sweepstakes, with no stakes among them, and 
these horses were hardly more than useful. About 
this time I developed my first jockey, an un- 
bleached American named Anderson. He was 
dubbed ‘Spider’ Anderson, weighed less than a 
hundred pounds, and everything considered rode 
fairly well. 

“The year 1888 calls for little comment. The 
herses I trained won but seven races, earning 
$6,495. Bess, now five, accounted for three handi- 
cap sweepstakes and Patrocles won four races, 
the last a six-furlong seller at Gravesend for a 
purse of $1,000. He was entered to be sold for 
$2,200. The outstanding success of the year was 
scored early, at Pimlico on the opening day of 
the meeting, May 8, in the Rancocas Handicap. 
I entered two—Patrocles (109), ridden by Ander- 
son, and Bess (113), ridden by Church. In those 
days there was individual betting on an entry; 
thus Patrocles was joint favorite with Glenmount 
at 3-to-1, while Bess was a point better. Patrocles 
led all the way and won by a length from Bess, 
earning $1,265, and Bess earned $100 by finish- 
ing second. 

“The year was notable for the reason that the 
Hon. August Belmont returned to racing, with 
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Jimmie Rowe as his trainer. Two years previous- 
ly he had imported St. Blaise, a son of Hermit-—— 
Fusee, by Marsyas, which had won the Epsom 
Derby of 1883 and placed him at the head of his 
Nursery Stud, an action that had far-reaching 
results. 

“The year 1889 marked a new high for me as 
a trainer, in that the Davis and Hall horses won 
no less than 24 races and earned $22,155, by long 
odds the best year I had with Davis and Hall. The 
evergreen Bess, now six, started in 22 races, win- 
ning seven. She wintered exceptionally well and 
between April 24 at Ivy City and May 10 at Pim- 
lico she won four races and was once second in 
five starts. On the opening day at Ivy City, April 
24, she won a purse at a mile; six days later she 
finished second, beaten a neck by Boaz, in a one- 
mile sweepstakes; and on May 1, still at Ivy City, 
she won the one-mile Congressional Handicap, 
worth $1,100, under 112 pounds. When the scene 
shifted to Pimlico she won a sweepstakes under 
113 pounds at 1%, miles, and on the final day 
of the meeting, May 10, she won a one-mile handi- 
cap sweepstakes. This was the race following 
the victory of Buddhist in the Preakness. She 
won two handicap sweepstakes at Monmouth, 
and at Ivy City in the autumn she won a purse 
at six furlongs. 

“Patrocles was six and none too sound, and 
therefore difficult to train. He ran twice but 
had an unblemished escutcheon. He started off 
by winning a six-furlong purse under selling con- 
ditions at Ivy City April 30, entered to be sold 
for $3,000. On the opening day at Pimlico I 
started him in the Rancocas Handicap (1 m.) 
under 111 pounds. He was second choice at 
2-to-1; Burch, owned by Johnny McCafferty, was 
favorite at 9-to-10. The favorite, the 6-to-1 
chance The Bourbon, and Patrocles raced on even 
terms for a half-mile, where Anderson called on 
Patrocles, which then assumed command holding 
sway to the finish, where he was a length in front 
of Burch. He pulled up sore and I had to put him 
by for the balance of the year. 

“The best horse in the stable this year, by far, 
was the grey 5-year-old horse Oriflamme, a son of 
Flood—Frolic, a grey daughter of the grey sire 
Thunder. He was bred in 1884 by Gov. Leland 
Sanford at his Palo Alto Stud in California. This 
horse was purchased by August Belmont the 
previous year, and in the hands of Jimmie Rowe 
won three of his seven starts. His last two races 
of the year were at Gravesend. He won both, 
but after the last, a sweepstakes at 11, miles on 
September 27, he cooled out lame. He did not 
respond to treatment, all indications were that 
the lameness was permanent, so Rowe presented 
him to Mr. Davis to be used as a stock horse. 
At the end of the season he was loaded on the 
car with the other horses. He was lame when 
he went into the car, but when the car arrived 
at Washington and he was unloaded he walked 
off sound. It is something I have never been able 
to understand, but he continued to move soundly 
and I advised Mr. Davis to keep him in training. 
This he agreed to do and as a result Oriflamme, 
in 17 starts the next year, won eight races. He 
was unquestionably the best horse I had a hand 
on up to that time, and the success I had with 
him enhanced my reputation materially. 

“Any doubts we may have had considering his 
ability to stand training were quickly dispelled. 
At Ivy City on April 29 he won his first start, a 
sweepstakes, and on May 3 followed this up with 
a victory in the 1'-mile National Handicap, 
worth $1,115, under 112 pounds. Only Bordelaise 


ventured to oppose him, Oriflamme was a raging 
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favorite at 1-to-3, and won pulling up by three 
lengths. I was pretty certain by this time I had 
a first-class racing tool in my hands and I pro- 
ceeded to utilize it wherever and whenever pos- 
sible. Two reverses followed, both at Jerome 
Park and both at the heels of a 5-year-old chest- 
nut mare, Aurelia, by Algerine—*Santa Lucia, 
owned by J. B. Haggin and trained by Mat Byrnes. 
The grey horse picked up the winning thread 
again on his next start, June 4 at Jerome Park, 
when he won the 1'14-mile Fordham Handicap 
under 115 pounds. He was an 8-to-1 chance and 
he brought unconfined joy to the ring when he 
won easily by three lengths from the queenly 
Firenze, a 1-to-2 favorite, under 126 pounds. 

“As Firenze was the apple of James B. Hag- 
gin’s eye, I had ample revenge for the two de- 
feats administered to Oriflamme by Aurelia. 

“It will be recalled I had humbled Biggonet with 
Bess, but Biggonet was destined to whip Ori- 
flamme in his next start, a 114g-mile free handi- 
cap sweepstakes at Jerome Park. Oriflamme was 
a stout favorite at 7-to-10 but he never could 
get near the daughter of Bramble—-Bobbinet, now 
racing under the broad red and white stripes of 
Walter Jennings, and she won by six lengths. 
Oriflamme took another beating on June 18 in 
the race immediately following Raceland’s Sub- 
urban, and it began to dawn upon me that pos- 
sibly he had too much of it and needed freshen- 
ing up. So I gave him a ball and did not start 
him again until July 29, more than a month later, 
at Monmouth where he made one of a field of 
two in a free handicap sweepstakes at 114 miles. 
He carried 122 pounds. The other starter was 
Taragon, owned and trained by the exceptionally 
clever horseman Green B. Morris, and Taragon 
was reckoned a certainty, closing at 2-to-5. The 
favorite was never in the hunt, and Oriflamme 
won easing up by six lengths. His next start was 
at Monmouth August 8 in the Delaware, a handi- 
cap for 3-year-olds and up at 1', miles. Five 
went to the post, the favorite being the heavy- 
weight Badge (123) at 11-to-5. A 4-year-old son 
of *The Ill-Used—-The Baroness and Belmont- 
bred, Badge was the first high-class horse trained 
by Byron McClelland; he won 13 races that year. 
Oriflamme was second choice at 16-to-5, Taragon 
next in favor at 5-to-1. My horse had 119 pounds, 
to 118 on Taragon. Connemara and Inverwick 
completed the field. For the first mile Conne- 
mara, Inverwick, and Badge showed the way, 
followed by Oriflamme. At this point Anderson 
sent Oriflamme to the front; he appeared to have 
the race within his grasp when ‘Old Man’ Hay- 
ward on Taragon brought his mount up with one 
long run, and in a beautifully timed rush outrode 
my boy and won the race by a neck. Badge was 
third six lengths back. Hayward, born in Eng- 
land, was then 47 years old, but he proved three 
years later in the Futurity he was not too old to 
compete successfully with his younger rivals. 

“Morris Park, promoted by Leonard W. Jerome 
and financed by John Morris, came into existence 
that year. The inaugural meeting began August 
20, the California mare Geraldine, owned by R. 
Porter Ashe, winning the first race of the meet- 
ing. I started Oriflamme three times at the meet- 
ing; he was unplaced in his first effort but on the 
third day won a sweepstakes at 1',4 miles. Four 
days later I over-matched him badly, in the New 
York Jockey Club Handicap at 1!, miles. Ori- 
flamme had 120 pounds, Anderson was up, and 
the books showed what they thought of my te- 
merity by posting 30-to-1 against Oriflamme. The 
stake was worth $6,770 to the winner with $900 
to the second and $400 to the third. He finished 
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sixth behind Raceland, with Firenze second and 
Hanover third. I made the same mistake ten 
days later at Sheepshead Bay, in the 1'4-mile 
Twin City Handicap. Mr. Vosburgh let me in 
with 114 pounds, but Oriflamme was badly beat- 
en, with Exile winning from Los Angeles and 
Proctor Knott. 

“These two races appeared to do him no harm, 
however, as on September 6 he won a sweepstakes 
at 134, miles with top weight of 116 pounds, beat- 
ing the 5-year-old Niagara and four 3-year-olds. 
Among them were The Lioness, later the dam of 
a fair horse in Standing; Diablo, winner of the 
Brooklyn Handicap at seven in 1893, under the 
silks of Walcott and Campbell; and Castaway II, 
winner of the same stakes in 1890 for the Bever- 
wyck Stable, owned by Mayor Nolan of Albany. 
Johnny Campbell trained both Castaway II and 
Diablo when they won their Brooklyn Handicaps. 

“TI tried Oriflamme high again in his next start, 
the 1!4-mile Oriental Handicap at Gravesend on 
the opening day of the autumn meeting, Septem- 
ber 17. He was one of the low weights with 110 
pounds and one of the friendless, starting at 20- 
to-1. He finished tenth in a field of ten. Kings- 
ton (127) won, Los Angeles (116) was second, 
Badge (114) third. In the beaten field were Race- 
land and Exile. 

“I then gave Oriflamme a three-week rest and 
he responded to it by winning his last two starts 
of the year, duplicating his record of the pre- 
vious year. At Ivy City on October 7 he won a 
sweepstakes at 11,, miles under 123 pounds, and 
two days later he concluded his labors for the 
year by winning the 1!,-mile Autumnal Handicap 
under 120 pounds. Bess, under 114 pounds, picked 
up $100 by finishing third. 

“Oriflamme was the first horse I trained with 
any pretensions to real class. He gave me con- 
fidence in myself that I had lacked before and 
while I made several mistakes with him, I also 
learned a lot from him.”

Death of Tommy Botts 


Tommy Botts, a colorful figure of racing in the 
‘twenties, died in a Cincinnati hospital December 
27, after an operation. Never nationally prom- 
inent as an owner, he was nevertheless a well 
known figure at Midwestern tracks, a cause of 
considerable nervousness to officials by reason 
of unorthodox behavior and effervescent spirits. 
He developed Golden Prince, sold him for a re- 
ported $15,000 to Abe Bartelstein and Harry 
Unna, for whom he won the $100,000 Agua 
Caliente Handicap of 1929. 

Botts was a bettor, rather than a plunger, and 
would bet on almost anything. Three days be- 
fore his death he read something in the Cincinnati 
Post about how to build a fire in a furnace, and 
he wrote to Ben Dahlman of that paper: “I would 
lay 2 to 1 he can’t build a fire that way, and I'll 
bet him 7 to 10 he can’t build a fire at all.”

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STUD NEWS 
Dr. Freeland Dies 


HE death of the 1929 Preakness winner, Dr. 

Freeland, has been reported from the Piedmont 
Farm of John E. Hughes, near Middleburg, Va. 
Dr. Freeland, which died December 27, was a 17- 
year-old son of *Light Brigade—Toddle, by Celt. 
A bloodstream infection caused his death. 

Dr. Freeland was bred by Walter J. Salmon’s 
Mereworth Stud, and raced for Mr. Salmon 
through his first four seasons. As a 2-year-old 
he won the Whirl Stakes and Nursery Handicap, 
and placed in other stakes. As a 3-year-old his 
most conspicuous success was in the Preakness, 
which he won from Minotaur, African, and others. 
He was ridden by Jockey Lou Schaefer, who was 
to train Challedon to win the same event in 1939. 
He won five races at four but no stakes, and at 
five won seven events, including the Southern 
Maryland Handicap, in which he defeated Mate 
for a purse of more than $25,000 to the winner, 
the Baltimore and Yorktown Handicaps, and the 
Speculation Claiming Stakes. 


After his last start at five, he was sold for a 
reported price of $15,000 to Bennet Creech, who 
took him to California and won the New Year 
Claiming Stakes at Tanforan with him in his first 
start under new colors. Thereafter Dr. Freeland 
ran either for Bennet Creech or Mrs. A. Creech, 
dropping steadily in class, until at the end of his 
career he was running in the $1,000-$1,250 claim- 
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ing division. He was put in the stud in 1934 but 
was pulled out to race again, and had three foals 
in 1935. He was bred to a few mares in 1935 
(he had two foals from these matings), but was 
started 19 times. He was then acquired by Mr. 
Hughes, who put him in the stud on a full-time 
basis in 1936. In his entire career, Dr. Freeland 
ran 139 times, won 25 races, finished second 15 
times, third 25 times, and earned $152,335. 


His stud career to date has been moderate. He 
did not sire a stakes winner, though he got rather 
useful horses in Ring Up (14 wins), Dr. Bones, 
Freeland’s Lad, Distant Star, Doctor’s Nurse, 
Oddree, Top Transit, Patland, and others. His 
place in the stud will be filled by Equistone, a son 
of Equipoise—Drystone, by Man o’ War. 


Drawing It Fine 


If a Thoroughbred mare drops a foal on De- 
cember 31, she is suckling a yearling the next 
day. The Jockey Club rules provide that a horse 
automatically is considered a year older every 
January 1. But every year finds a few mares 
flirting perilously with the deadline. 


Closest call this year appears to have been in 
the case of E. D. Axton’s former good race mare 
Manie O’Hara, by *The Satrap out of Boadicea, 
by Man o’ War.

The first crop of foals by Calumet Farm’s BULL LEA placed him second, to his sire, on the list 
of sires of 2-year-old winners. Three stakes-winning fillies, Durazna, Twilight Tear, and Harriet Sue, 
were his best performers—the first two out of mares by Blue Larkspur, the last out of a mare by 
Blue Larkspur’s sire, Black Servant.

The second foal of 1944 thus far reported to 
THE BLOOD-HORSE is a brown filly by *Bull Dog— 
Piety, by Pennant, which was foaled at Douglas 
M. Davis’ High Hope Farm, Lexington, about 3 
o’clock on the morning of January 1. The mare 
and foal are the property of A. F. Wall, of De- 
troit. 

Piety was purchased last year from Coldstream 
Stud, whose record shows that her last breeding 
date in 1943 was February 13, which indicates a 
gestation period of 322 days. The mare is booked 
to Blue Larkspur.

Quinn Is Ruled Off 


A somewhat extended and confused case, 
scrambled in the middle by the death of the prin- 
cipal witness, ended at Baltimore December 29 
when the Maryland State Racing Commission, 
with H. Courtenay Jennifer dissenting, ruled 
Jockey Matthew Quinn off the Turf, on a charge 
of attempting to bribe Apprentice Joseph Pannell 
to pull a horse at Marlboro November 27. 

The Maryland commission first heard of the 
case through V. P. Carter, and an immediate in- 
vestigation was begun by Commissioner George 
P. Mahoney, resulting the same day in a signed 
statement by Pannell that a $150 bribe had been 
offered him by Jockey Quinn, to pull White Sea, 
which Pannell had instead ridden to victory. One 
hearing was postponed because Apprentice Pan- 
nell was ill; before another could be held he had 
been killed in a spill at Charles Town. At subse- 
quent hearings Pannell’s widow corroborated the 
story that the bribe was offered. 

Quinn testified that he was exercising a horse 
named Upsetting on the morning the bribe was 
supposed to be offered, but Upsetting’s trainer, 
George E. Littlefield, said that Upsetting was 
not at Marlboro on the day in question, having 
been moved the previous day to Charles Town. 
Quinn also said he had suggested jokingly to 
Pannell that he could “get him $150,” and this 
version was supported by Jockey W. Rudert. 
Quinn’s counsel contended that Commissioner Ma- 
honey, because he had made the investigation, 
was not eligible to sit as judge on the case. 

Jockey Quinn, though ruled off ‘‘for life,”’ is not 
necessarily through with racing. He may apply 
for reinstatement later, and may legally be re- 
instated. This is, in fact, the history of many 
cases in which such sentences have been passed; 
no offense looks quite as bad after a few years.

ACING gets an early start each January 1, be-

The Fair Grounds got into action at 
10:30, had its program over before 2 o’clock, so 
that those who attended would have time to get 
over to the Sugar Bowl to see the Georgia Tech- 
Tulsa altercation.

Kinard, Jr.'s Kenty Boy, a Kenty gelding bred by 
Walter T. Wells. Dixiana won an allowance race 
for 3-year-olds with its home-bred Merry Sun- 
shine, by Sun Teddy—-Penelope, by Sweep. The 
other, for a $1,200 purse, went to Brandywine 
Stable’s Everget, a good-class Snark--Memoran- 
dum filly bred near Louisville by E. D. Axton. 

The crowd for the day was estimated at about 
8,000, and betting ran to $235,437, a figure which 
is considered good at the Fair Grounds.

Addendum on Birthrank and Class 


N the issue of December 4 there was included in 

this column a fairly extended study of the re- 
lationship between birthrank and class, based 
upon the earnings of a total of 17,528 English 
foals racing in England, out of mares which spent 
their entire stud careers in England—or Ireland. 
The results seemed to show a very definite rela- 
tionship. 

Question of the technique used in that study has 
been made by Dr. Dewey G. Steele, University of 
Kentucky geneticist whose own researches are 
well known to the readers of THE BLOOD-HoORSE. In 
putting the figures together, I took all the mares 
which had two foals only, and designated the 
birthrank—first or second—of the foal which 
earned the larger amount of money. The actual 
number of leading money winners in each of the 
two was then compared with the mathematical 
expectancy which would have prevailed if the 
leading money winners were equally divided be- 
tween first and second foals. The same procedure 
was used for all mares with three foals only, then 
for all mares with four foals, and so on, until a 
total of 1,867 broodmares and their 17,528 off- 
spring had been accounted for. 

Dr. Steele, as I understood his very kindly oral 
discussion of the published results, did not ques- 
tion the validity of the findings or the conclusions 
based upon them, but he felt that the results 
might have been distorted somewhat by the fact 
that, with each mare, I selected only one foal, the 
largest money winner, without considering how 
nearly some of the other foals might have ap- 
proached the earnings of this one. That is, he 
suggested, it might be more revealing to figure 
the average earnings of first foals, second foals, 
and so forth. 

To this objection no exception can be taken. I 
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had, in fact, warned readers not to be persuaded 
that differences in birthrank, as revealed by the 
study, should be considered as approaching in im- 
portance the judgment of the mare herself, her 
racing class, or her previous breeding record. 
That is, if the mare is known to be good, and her 
foal is judged to be good, by such standards as 
we may have, then the birthrank of the foal is 
a matter of small importance. 

The only difficulty about Dr. Steele’s suggestion 
was that it would require a great many more man- 
hours of labor than seemed likely to be available 
for a long time. But the last week of the old 
year found me confined to my bed for several 
days, nursing a mess of outraged back muscles. 
So I took advantage of these pains and sent for 
J. F. Mainwaring Sharp’s Thoroughbred Mares’ 
Record (London, 1929, later withdrawn, now vir- 
tually impossible to obtain) and set out to put to- 
gether a sample of whatever size time would per- 
mit. Unfortunately I soon got well enough to 
hobble off to more pressing tasks, and managed - 
to get together in working form the records of 
only 300 mares and their 2,868 foals. 

But 2,868 foals is a pretty fair-sized statistical 
beginning. It is not enough to set all questions 
at rest, of course, but it is enough to indicate 
the general shape of things. The results are 
summarized in the accompanying tables. 

The results, after allowances are made for ir- 
regularities, are strikingly parallel to the results 
published in the issue of December 4. First foals 
are definitely below the average for the whole 
group in average earnings; second, third, fourth, 
and fifth foals are definitely above the average. 
With allowances made for irregularities, there is 
a gradual dropping off in the effectiveness of later 
foals, just as was indicated by the previous study. 

The aveiage earnings fcr each of the 2,868 
foals is seen to be £661. The average of £506 for 
first foals is about 77 per cent of the general 
average. In the earlier study the score of first 
foals, on the basis of the number of times they 
were the mare’s leading money winner, was 78 
per cent of expectancy. It is probably not a 
coincidence that the two figures came out so close 
together; they seem to provide a rough measure

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of the disadvantage of a firstling as a race horse. 

The figures given in Table I may be considered 
from several points of view, but the pattern re- 
mains roughly the same through all of them. First 
foals and late foals are below the general average 
in average earnings per foal, average earnings 
per starter, average earnings per winner, and in 
percentage of winners. There is a high propor- 
tion of non-starters among the first foals, and 59 
per cent of the firstlings which raced were win- 
ners. In this one particular—percentage of win- 
ners among starters (not shown in the tabula- 
tion)—-first foals reach the general average for 
the whole group, but the other columns indicate 
that the average class of the winners among 
firstlings was lower than for the whole group. 

An explanation regarding the high average 
earnings of the foals here studied is perhaps in 
order, lest readers conclude that Thoroughbreds 
in England can win a great deal more than in 
the United States. The mares in Thoroughbred 
Mares’ Record are a selected group, representing 
the tail-female ancestors, as far back as 1850, of 
classic winners and other outstanding horses. 
Thus the sample here used is rather heavily loaded 
with mares better than average. 


Final Caution 


T needs to be stressed again that warning 

people away from first foals and foals of high 
birthrank is not the purpose of these studies. 
Actually there is no purpose, except to attempt to 
come a little closer to the truth. But there is a 
possibility that some readers may see in these 
statistics an indication that he should avoid the

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foals with the less favorable score, and may make 
into a “rule” a generalization which does not jus- 
tify a rule. In the matter of passing judgment 
on an individual horse or mating, birthrank is a 
minor consideration. The horse itself and the 
records of the parents are the important matters. 

In the previous discussion of the subject there 
was some speculation as to the causes of the dis- 
advantages indicated for first foals and the foals 
at the other end of the scale. A reader has since 
mentioned another factor which may have been 
prejudicial to first foals, the rather well estab- 
lished custom of barring maiden mares from the 
courts of many of the best stallions. This prob- 
ably has something to do with the results, but, to 
determine how much, it would be necessary to set 
up another extended research project. Offhand 
I see no possibility that this discrimination would 
account for more than a minor fraction of the 
indicated disadvantage. But it must certainly be 
considered a part of the picture. 

As a final note in the discussion, there is a 
typically Estesian moral to be drawn. The figures 
indicate rather plainly that the productive ca- 
pacity of a good Thoroughbred broodmare is a 
highly perishable commodity, and that the alert 
breeder must waste no opportunity to take ad- 
vantage of it promptly. Time is of the essence, 
as the lawyers say. 

The best years of the broodmare are her young 
years. The best chance for best offspring comes 
from the mating of the best stallions with the 
best mares during the best years. Hence it is of 
the highest importance that the breeder discover 
as soon as possible which of his mares should be 
considered the best. This is a clear exhortation 
for the breeder to place as much emphasis as 
possible upon the racing class of his young brood- 
mare prospects, for this is the most effective 
method of finding good youny mares. 

The best of all broodmares are those whose 
excellence has been revealed by the actual racing 
performance of their foals. These are the results 
of the very necessary process of trial and error. 
But of course many must be tried to find a few 
extra good ones. And when these are found they 
may be on that statistical downgrade which oper- 
ates to diminish their value, not below that of 
genuinely good mares, but below their own high- 
est potential.

Mexico City 


HE stakes program at Mexico City does not 

open until January 6, when the Stakes Jockey 
Club Mexicano is run, but the handicap program 
which has been in progress since the beginning of 
the meeting has given a reasonable line on the 
better performers there. One of these is Denton 
and Burt’s Gay Dalton, 3-year-old son of Ameri- 
can Flag, a star of last spring’s inaugural meet- 
ing, which on Christmas Day got up to take the 
10,000-peso Handicap Navidad from John L. Sul- 
livan’s favored *Mr. Mac-Gurrin. The only other 
non-claiming race was a six-furlong Class F for 
non-winners since the opening of the meeting, and 
San Luis Stable won this with the 7-year-old Mis- 
step gelding, Matches. 


The Sullivan stable, quite successful this season 
as it was last, got some consolation the next day, 
by landing Son of Liberty, utter outsider at 11 
to 1, home in front of San Luis Stable’s 6-to-5 
favorite Tangazo, which had been one of the most 
prominent performers at the meeting. Son of 
Liberty, a 2-year-old (of 1943) by Liberty Lim- 
ited, was getting 19 pounds from the 3-year-old, 
but beat him four lengths. The race was the 
Handicap Tamaulipas, an all-age affair at six 
furlongs. A minor handicap at seven furlongs 
went to G. Zepeda Carranza’s Fair Ann, also by 
Liberty Limited, and Cleaveland Putnam gradu- 
ated the Special Agent 2-year-old, Espionage, in 
a maiden event. 

The jockeys’ race at Mexico City has been a 
close contest between Victor Bovine, a New 
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Yorker, and Melvin Duhon of Louisiana. Duhon 
laid down four straight wins on December 23, 
the first time this feat had been brought off at 
the Hipodromo de las Americas. Each rider got 
a winner on Christmas Day, but on the following 
day Bovine duplicated his rival’s score of four 
winners, and went into the lead again, 25 to 23. 
Duane Loop, the leading apprentice rider at the 
meeting, has won 21 races, has a better percent- 
age than either of the others.

Pericles, or Unnamed Colt 


William Helis announced January 3 that his 
$66,000 *Blenheim II—-Risk colt was named 
Pericles, though it was not clear that the name 
had been accepted by The Jockey Club. An 
earlier intention to name him Unnamed Colt was 
either abandoned or was not sanctioned. 


Pericles is named for an Athenian statesman of - 
Mr. Helis’ native Greece. The original Pericles, 
born the year the Ionian fleet was destroyed at 
Lade, died in the third year of the Peloponnesian 
war. He became head of public affairs in Athens 
in 461 B. C., guided matters so wisely that the 
Age of Pericles became a Greek tradition for 
good government and adroit statesmanship. 


The latest American Thoroughbred named 
Pericles was a colt foaled in 1927, by Purchase 
out of Auray, thus a full brother to the stakes 
winner Miss Purray. He won three races as a 
2-year-old in 1929, and it appears unlikely that 
The Jockey Club registrar would consider that 
15 years has elapsed since the name was last 
in use.

Tropical Park 


ITH the beginning of the year, Tropical Park 

officials could at least congratulate them- 
selves on getting further than they did last year, 
for the January 1 program was the sixteenth day 
of the 20-day meeting. Last season Tropical was 
halted by the pleasure-driving ban after 15 days 
of operation. 

Actually they could congratulate themselves on 
more than that, for the crowd for the morning 
races ran $453,103 through the totalizator, and 
Tropical Park seems well on the way toward hav- 
ing the best first meeting in its history. Doubts 
about the housing problems of the Miami area, 
about the amount of winter population, about 
transportation difficulties, seem now thoroughly 
resolved. 

The New Year’s Day feature was the $2,500 
overnight Orange Bowl Handicap, in which the 
Cc. S. Bromley and W. Gullat entry of Samhar 
and Navy was favored. Navy had some trouble 
getting clear and was never in real contention, 
but Samhar delivered for the entry, winning by 
a half-length. Samhar is a 4-year-old colt by E. 
Gay Drake’s stallion Sweep Like; he was the 
first horse bred by Paragon Stable. 

Four allowance races appeared on the card, in 
support of the feature, reducing the claiming part 
of the program to three races, though two of the 
four allowance events were for platers. A sprint 
for 3-year-olds was taken by M. B. Goff’s home- 
bred Skytracer, a colt by Flares, giving him two 
wins for two starts at the meeting. Canupet 
Stable’s Old Grad, by Torchilla, won a sprint for 
older horses. The other two allowance events 
were divisions of the 1!4-mile Key Largo purse. 
In the first division the favored Restless, by Gal- 
lant Fox, was successful under the colors of T. C. 
Melrose, but in the second the odds-on Our Majes- 
ty finished down the track, the winner being J. 
Freedman’s Quercus, a 6-year-old gelding by 
Ladysman. 


Third Purse Increase 


Good business at Tropical Park resulted Jan- 
uary 3 in a third purse increase during the meet- 
ing. The first one resulted in a $1,000 minimum 
being made retroactive to the first of the meet- 
ing. The second one consisted in an increase in 
the number of $1,200 overnight events. The third 
resulted in establishment of a $1,500 feature and 
two $1,200 events on each remaining day. 


Widener Handicap Weights 


Boone Hall Stable’s *Princequillo, winner of 
the Saratoga Handicap, Saratoga Cup, and Jock- 
ey Club Gold Cup in 1943, has been given top 
impost of 126 pounds for the $25,000 Widener 
Handicap for next March 4, Secretary Charles 
McLennan announced January 3, when weights 
for the event were released. Townsend B. Mar- 
tin’s Bolingbroke, three times winner of the Man- 
hattan Handicap, has 124, and Alsab, following 
a disappointing 1943 campaign, is in with 123. 
Calumet Farm’s Ocean Wave, now a 4-year-old, 
has 121, and another Calumet entry, Sun Again, 
has 120, as do Marriage and *Rounders. Yet an- 
other Calumet representative among the higher 
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weights is Son of Peace, a 4-year-old of 1944, 
which has 119.

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SIRES OF 2-YEAR-OLD WINNERS 


N 1942, chiefly through the performances of 

Occupation, winner of the Futurity, the Breed- 
ers’ Futurity, the Arlington and Washington Park 
Futurities, Coldstream Stud’s *Bull Dog led the 
sires of 2-year-olds, estimated by first money, 
with the near-record total of $204,740. In 
1943 *Bull Dog’s best money-winning representa- 
tive was Occupy, full brother to Occupation, win- 
ner of the Futurity and Washington Park Fu- 
turities, and he also lifted his sire to leadership 
of the juvenile list. The total for *Bull Dog was 
$138,175, the difference in the two yearly totals 
being about the difference between Occupation 
and Occupy. In other respects *Bull Dog had a 
better season in 1943, for he had 14 2-year-old 
winners, against eight the previous year, and they 
won 33 races, against 25', in 1942. It was his 
third season to lead the list, as he was also first 
in 1940, when another son, Our Boots, won the 
Futurity. 

Second on the list is *Bull Dog’s young son, 
Bull Lea, which entered the stud at Calumet Farm 
in 1940, and thus was represented in 1943 by his 
first crop of foals. Seven of these won as 2-year- 
olds, including the three stakes winners Harriet 
Sue, Twilight Tear, and Durazna. Both Twilight 
Tear and Durazna have been ranked as the lead- 
ing 2-year-old filly of the season, in different 


polls. *“Pharamond II, which led the list in 1937 
with the rather amazing total of 22 2-year-old 
winners, is in third place. The leaders in money 
won:

The 1942 season saw a peak in 2-year-old win- 
ners, with 1,172 individuals winning 2,378 events. 
In 1943 there was a sharp drop in the number of 
2-year-old races (a part of a general drop re- 
sulting chiefly from the closing of Hialeah, Tropi- 
cal, and Delaware Parks, and the diminution of 
racing in Maryland), and there were only 978 
winners, the smallest number since 1933. 

But the average value of purses to the winner 
was $1,171, the highest since 1930, and the purse 
distribution to 2-year-olds was $2,188,450. The 
number of 2-year-olds of 1943 was presumably 
a little higher than that of 1942. In 1940 there 
were 6,447 original registrations, and in 1941 the 


— 
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total was 6,504. Presumably the number of late 
registrations did not vary significantly. The pro- 
portion of winners to foals, counting only 2-year- 
olds, was thus about one in seven in 1943; it was 
about one in six the previous year. Comparative 
statistics with the previous 13 years follow:
